Gilbert Auty Accused of 
Embezzling $11,200 
of City’s Funds — 
Makes No Comment. 


City Clerk Gilbert Auty of 
Pine Lawn was arrested today 
on a charge of embezzling 
$11,200 in city funds. 

Sheriff Arthur C. Mosley and 
Deputy Sheriff Harry Newbold 
placed him under arrest when he 
returned to his home, 6105 Mar- 


garet avenue, Pine Lawn, aftér 
staying with friends in East St. 
Louis. The home had been kept 
under surveillance since yester- 
day when Newbold sought to ar- 
rest him under a warrant or- 
dered issued by Circuit Judge 
Raymond E. LaDriere. ? 
Following his arrest, Auty re- 
fused to discuss the charge 
against him, when questioned 
by Newbold, except to say he 
had not learned about it until 


‘Eve in Pine Lawn 
seemed to know about it .but 
me,” he told a reporter. 

Auty, 56 years old, a sheet- 
metal worker before he became 
city clerk, was released on $5000 
bond, returnable Sept. 21 in 
Judge LaDriere’s court. 

An information against Auty 
was filed by Assistant Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Leonard L. ,Born- 
schein on complaint of Newbold, 
who is Third Ward alderman in 
Pine Lawn. A shortage of about 
$34,000, discovered in a partial 
audit of the city’s funds by the 
accounting firm of Ernst & 
Ernst, became known Monday. 

The formal charge against 
Auty alleged he converted city 
funds to his own use: on three oc- 
casions since last September. He 
is charged specifically with hav- 
ing taken $1815 on Oct. 2, 1952; 
$1760 on Dec. 30, 1952, and 
$7625 last Feb. 17, 

On the advice of James T. 
Dodds Jr., vice president of the 
Pine Lawn Bank & Trust Co., 
where the Pine Lawn funds are 
kept, Auty gave the bank a 
$14,484 mortgage on his home 
Monday to cover any discrep- 
ancies. 

Dodds saiti he went to the 
Auty home and “convinced Auty 
and his wife that he should 
mortgage the property.” Dodds 
said he was prompted to do so 
because of “interest in the com- 
munity.”

MUSSOLINI'S BODY REPORTED 


‘REMOVED TO FAMILY PLOT 


ROME, Aug. 27 (UP)—The 
body of Benito Mussolini was 
reported today to have been 


taken from its secret resting 
place and buried in the family 
plot in North Central Italy. 

The newspaper Momento Sera 
quoted rumors that the dictator's 
body was taken to the Paderno 
village cemetery near his na- 
tive village of Predappio “some 
days ago” and buried in an un- 
marked tomb in the chapel. Mus- 
solini’s brother Arnaldo, who 
died before the war, and other 
relatives are buried there. . 

Government officials in Rome 
said they knew nothing of the 
report.

ORDERS SPENDING CUT 


Belt - Tightening Part of 
Eisenhower Economy Drive, 
Says True True Morse. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 (UP) 


~The Department of Agricul- 
ture today ordered all of its 
agencies to cut spending and 
lending to the lowest levels per- 
mitted by Congress.

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More Evidence on Sales Taxes 

In the midst of proposals from busjriess 
groups for some kind of federal sales tax, two 
new factual reports offer evidence as to what 
such a tax would mean. : 

The Federation of Tax Administrators says 
32 states already employ sales taxes. Though 
this type of levy became popular as an emer- 
gency depression device, nine states have 
adopted sales taxes since World War II. 

A second report, from congressional tax ad- 
visers, says many lower income families will 
pay larger federal taxes next year, despite a 
cut in income taxes: scheduled for Jan. 1. The 
explanation is that social security taxes will 
automatically increase on the same date. 

One report slows ‘that’ a federal sales levy 
‘would :further spread the area-of double taxa- 
tion. The other shows that the tax burden on 
_low income groups has been increased, and cer- 
“tainly a) sales tax would increase it even more.

But some- 
times the noisy o nists 
in our party make us sound like 
a bunch of quarreling old 
women. They tend to make all 
of us look like bunglers who 
don’t know their own minds.”

NLRB Says Worker Can Be 
Fired but Vacation Pay » 
Can’t Be Held Back. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 (AP) 


—The National Labor Relations 
Board ruled 3 to 2 today that a 
worker can be fired under a} 
union shop contract for failing 
to join a union, but that lesser 
pressure cannot be applied 
against him. 


The majority decision held that 


it was illegal to withhold vaca- 
tion, pay from three employes 
of the Krambo Food Stores of 
Milwaukee in an effort to com- 
pel them to join the union. 


It said the three workers could 


have been fired for not joining 
under a legal union shop clause 
in the contract between the com- 
pany and the Allied Independent 
Unions, affiliated with the Con- 
federated Unions of America. 
Such a clause requires workers 
to join the union within a speci- 
fied time, usually 30 days.

PARIS, Aug. 27 (AP) 
HE name is the same, the 
old red windmill still turns 
on the roof and, down below,’ 
the girls still dance ‘the can-cap. 

But the old zip seems to have 
gone out of the Moulin Rouge, 
the Montmartre night club which 
is enjoying its greatest revival 
since Henri de Toulouse-Lautrec 
made it famous on canvas 50 
years ago. 

The tables are crowded again, 
this time with tourists made 
curious by the movie of the 
same name.* But Toulouse-Lau- 
trec, the crippled little artist in 
the big bowler hat, would 
scarcely recognize the Moulin 
Rouge today. 

Eight dancers work. hard at 
the can-can, the old kick and 
split routine, as well as another 
nostalgic effort called the frou- 
frou. But today they’re all busi- 
ness. 

When they’re done, they go 
straight home, to their husbands. 
In Toulouse-Lautrec’s day, they 
would hang around, sharing 
tables with artists or dancing 
with top-hatted, heavily mus- 
tached gentry. 

The old Moulin Rouge used to 
invite all-night participation of 
the customers in community 
dancing, interrupted only to ad- 
mire the flashing dances or con- 
tagious laughter of La Goulue, 
Jane Avril, Clara Ward, Sara 
Brown and La Sylphe. They 
were the girls who brought 
— to the Montmartre, incog-

A GOULUE was the best 
known. Round-faced and cat- 
eyed, she scandalized Paris 
nightly by hitching 
crinkly black dress and many 
weiticoats and revealing shapely
